But In Beck's Income tax case, be It noted, 
much evidence will Indeed be presented. His 
defense can honjly be silence. He must seek 
to refute the charges that government prose- 
cutors will level against him. Failure to do so 
mny be Interpreted by tho court as virtual 
acknowledgement of guilt. 

So Beck, who from the' outset of public 
disclosures of his odd financial manipulations 
has maintained an elaborate dcllnncc or au- 
thority, is /ace to face at Inst with the hard 
realities of Justice. From these there can be
